STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE, 
To the Inhabitants of the Town of Hillsborough, 


in the County of Hillsborough, in said State, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Odd Fellows Hall, in said town, 
Tuesday, the Tenth day of March, next, at nine of the clock in the 
‘forenoon. to act upon the following subjects : 

1. To choose three Selectmen, Town Clerk and Town Treasurer. 

2. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board of Se- 
lectmen to the Town Auditors; the reports of the Auditors, Agents, 
Committees, or other officers heretofore chosen or appointed, and 
to pass any vote relating thereto, 

3. To choose a Collector of Taxes, Highway Agent, and other 
necessary town officers and agents for the year ensuing. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for laying out 
and repairing highways, sidewalks, building and repairing bridges ; 
for maintaining police, and street lighting : for support of the poor; 
to maintain the public library, cemeteries, ‘parks or commons and to 
improve the same; and for all other necessary charges arising in 
said town. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise any money for school purposes 
other than that required by law, or pass any vote relating thereto. 

6. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of money, not ex- 
ceeding seventy-five dollars, to Senator Grimes Post, G. A. R., to be 
used on Memorial Day. 

7. To choose one Trustee for the Fuller Public Library. 

8. To see if the town will vote that no liquor agent. or agents, 
shall be appointed for the year ensuing. 

9. To see if the town will vote to pay Jackman Brothers one hun- 
dred and nineteen dollars ($119.00), the amount paid by them for 
defending the suit of Flanders against them for damage, on account 
of the drowning of Guy Flanders from the temporary bridge built by 
said Jackman Brothers, for the town in 1893, or pass any vote rela- 
ting thereto. 

10. To see if the town will take any action in relation to the re- 
newal of the contract for electric street lighting, which runs to Dec- 
cember 1, 1896, or pass any vote relating | ‘thereto. 

11. To see if the town will vote to exempt the sash and blind shop 
property of Charles S.Cunningham from taxation for a term of years. 

12. To see if the town will vote to continue the present by-laws 
in force prohibiting cattle and horses from running at large in the 
highways. 

13. ‘To transact all other business which may come before the 
meeting.

Twice only this year has the Vire Department been called out, 
both alarms being answered promptly, by the department. ‘The 
losses by fire have been about $550.00. The Commissioners 
take this occasion to say, that, with our excellent water system, 
our fire alarm service, and our well-drilled and capable firemen, 
we are as well prepared to fight fire as any village in New 
Hampshire. We would recommend the purchase of a little 
more hose and two or more additional fire alarm boxes.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


TO THE SELECTMEN AND CITIZENS 
OF HILLSBOROUGH: 


The Board vf Health, organized April 24th, 1895, by choosing 
Brooks K. Webber chairman, and Frank F. Goodwin secretary. 

Your Board has during the past year given more than their usual 
attention to the quality of water used for domestic purposes, obtained 
from honse wells,—meaning such wells as are situated under or near 
houses or out-buildings connected therewith, so located as to be ex- 
posed to the droppings of the eaves, or liable to become contaminat- 
ed by leaching through the soil of vegetable or animal substances 
from wood yards, sink spouts, hog-pens, barn yards, privies, or oth- 
er sources of contamination. We have made more than thirty tests of 
water taken from such wells, with the result, that in only two 
cases has it been found to be reasonably pure; and in most cases it 
was found to be positively dangerous. Our attention was called to 
this subject by cases of sickness which came under our observation, of 
such a nature as to create a strong suspicion as to the cause, and in 
every instance the suspicion was substantiated. These tests were not 
exhaustive analyses, showing the exact amount of poisonous sub- 
stances, but were certain and exact enough for all practical purposes. 

The proper function of a Board of Health being to protect com- 
munities from disease, to give information of dangerous conditions, 
we earnestly call the attention of every householder to this subject, 
whose source of drinking water (and for domestic purposes) is so lo- 
cated as to arouse suspicions as to its purity, even although it may 
be agreeable to the taste, and not offensive to smell or sight. 

The Board has nothing new to add concerning sewers, save that 
the system has been completed. During the year forty-two applica- 
tions have been received to do plumbing and connect with the sewer. 
Forty of these have been granted. 

The plumbing regulations have been in force since Oct. 20, °93. 
They were prepared by the then Board of Health, M. H. Felt, D. R. 
Bruce and F. F. Goodwin, and were approved by the Selectmen, S. H. 
Baker, John Booth and W. E.Gay. Any charge of unfairness orfa- 
voritism in making these rules must reflect upon the honesty and im- 
partiality of Board of Health and Selectmen alike. No one after re- 
flection can believe the absurd charge, which has been circulated in 
some quarters, that these regulations were made either to favor or 
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embarass any person. The most liberal construction possible, con- 
sistent with safety, has been put upon them and absolutely no favor- 
itism shown. By comparing our regulations with those of other 
towns and cities and the percentage of rejected applications, the 
Board’s liberality will be seen. Circumstances unforeseen when the 
rules were adopted have arisen, and it may be necessary to make 
some changes, but we believe the town is to be congratulated on hav- 
ing so plain, business-like and safe a set of regulations. 

During the past year two members each of the Board of Health 
and Fire Commissioners visited Loon Pond, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the condition of the shore and surroundings. ‘They found the 
shores clean and free from anything that would contaminate the 
water. In order to continue this favorable condition, we would 
again call the attention of campers and others to the section of the 
Revised Statutes (Ch. 108, Sec. 13) which forbids the placing of any 
fluid or substance in or near ponds or lakes whose waters are used for 
domestic purposes, which shall contaminate such water. 

There has been but one case of contagious disease reported to 
the Board, and that (typhoid fever) did not prove fatal. On exam- 
ination of the premises, the Board was unable to find a cause for the 
disease. 

The mortality among infants and young children has been very 
small, and this we believe is in part due to our pure water and im- 
proved sanitary condition. 

The usual epidemics of what are termed children’s diseases 
have been light, and in uo case have seriously interfered with at- 
tendance upon our schools. We would call the attention of our Se- 
lectmen to the necessity of providing a public dumping place, where 
anyone can put refuse matter, In our opinion this should be acted 
upon at once. At present the Board must warn citizens that the 
bridge and several places that have hitherto been used for dumping, 
must not be used as such, for by so doing they will lay themselves 
liable to the penalties of the law.

We feel that a word of thanks is due the town for its generosity, 
as you appropriated nearly $2000 at the commencement of the year, 
under report to sustain yeur common schuols, and as this goodly sum 
<omes, for the most part, from the hard earnings of the tax payers, 
and is laid out for your children and youth, we cannot doubt that you 
are deeply interested in the result. We shall endeavor to spread 
sist before you as brieity and correctly as we are able. w. 


“There have been in the agregate 264 weeks of anal taught the. 
past year. Number of children attending, 149—73 boys and 76 girls. 
The combined attendance in days has wy 17,585.; divided as follows:

‘The entire cost of all the schools for the year, with the exception 
of the cost of free text books’ and salaries of the board of ea 
has been $1851,03. The cost to school each scholar per week, i 
each section is as follows: 

Mr. Jackman’s section, 3844 cents. 
Mr. Whitney’s section. 56 cents, 
Mr. Farrar’s section, 7614 cents. 

Mr. Farrar’s section being so scattered it is almost imposible to 

combine them, to reduce cost much lower than at present. 


Upon the principles outlined in the past, we have tried to conduct 
the trust committed to our hands. The teachers have comprehended 
these principles and acted upon them; and we do not hesitate to say 
that excellent work has been the result. 

: We have had in our schools a corps of teachers who we confi- 
dently believe were conscientious aud enthusiastic in their work; to 
them teaching implies more than a certain amount of study in a text 
book. The essential thing in teaching is that the interest of the child 
be aroused in whatever is before him, and the mental powers stimu- 

.ted to activity. It is only by a recognition of this fact that a teacher 
can succeed. 

No important change has been made in the course of study the 
past year. Histories and copy books have been changed, and for the 
scoming year it would be well to change geographies and spellers. 
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We wish more care might be exercised by the parents in advis- 
ing pupils on entering school as to which studies to persue, for in 
many cases the choice has been left entirely to the scholar, and an 
unwise choice has been made in many instances. 

‘The schools, the past year have not been subject to any serious 
interruption, either from sickness or dissatisfaction with teachers to 
the extent of parents removing their children from school. J. 

In divisions 8, 9, 10 and 17, your committee and parents have 
worked together, therefore making home influence felt in the school- 
room from the commencement to the end of the term ; making every 
term very successful. 

Never consider a school unimportant because small. Should 
there be but three or four, even, gathered in it, forget not that each 
one has a mind appealing to you for the best culture you can give it. 
If continued in this life, that mind will exert influence—who can tell 
how deeply and widely,—and when life’s career is closed, that mind 
will still live, forever live. Ww. 


In closing, we tender all our sincere thanks for the kindness 
shown us, and for the interest manifested in the welfare of our 
schools.
